Sunday Lynchings in EROAD Cause 
Diplomatic Corzes, ondence, 


Rome, Aug. 11.~The Government has sent 
a cable dispatch to Baron Fava, Itelian 
Ambassador at Washington, directing him 
to forward to Rome at once precise detailed 
information concerning the lynching of 
three Italians in Louisiana on Sunday last. 
The Italian newspapers are filled with arti- 
cles onf the subject, iuciting the Govern- 
ment to take energetic action in the matter. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—Baron Fava, the 
Italian Ambassador, who is at Bar Harbor, 
has telegraphed the State Department in 
accordance with the cabled instructions 
from his Government, asking for official in- 
formation regarding the lynching of three 
alleged Italian subjects in Louisiana, report- 
ed in the newspapers yesterday. ‘The State 


Department has called on the Governor of 
Louisiana for a full: report of the occur- 


made to thé Ambassador. If it can be 
found’ that the Italians were naturalized 
American citizens, the inguiry will stop,;2s 
the Italtan Government can no pr yap take 
any interest in the affair; but asin the 
cases of -similar: lynchings of Sighans in 
Louisiana and Colorado, the men are shown 
to be alieng to the United States, an a 
demnity. undoubtedly will be demanded and 
Congress asked to appropriate for that pur- 
pose, as it did in former instances. 

Secretary Olney’s policy is to grant read- 
ily to foreign powers exactly the same 
treatment. as he insists upon when Amer- 
ican citizens meet with indignities abroad. 
He has held, however, that where author- 
ities are overcome by mobs after offering 
strenuous resistance, this constitutes ex- 
tenuating circumstances, and operates to 
reduce the amount of indemnity from that 
properly called for, when the legal author- 
ities co-operate with the lawless. Until 
the Governor of Louisiana shall make his 
report, no further action by Italy can be 
expected,

@ge act of 1878 that the silver dollar ‘was 
dropped ‘from the coinage, and that i he. had 
he that fact that he.would have vetoed the 

J) hasten in reply to say that I frequently 
talked with my father upon the question of 
standards of currency, and that f never heard 
him intimate any such sentiment as is credit- 
ed to him above. I can only say that he never 
intimated such a statement to me. In all his 
conversations with me he seemed to take the 
ground that it was a great misfortune fur any 
country to have, as the basis of its circulating 
medium, any metal thut had the least element of 
uncertainty about it. From the time that he 
was inaugurated President until the act for the 
resumptiofr of specie payments was pasged, all 
his public announcements and, so far as I know, 
all his private staterments, were aimed to secure 
@ stable currency to the, people of the United 
States, 

The Coinage act of 1873 does not eliminate the 
silver dollar from our coinage. “In fact, :the 
United States has coined since then more allver 
than had been coined during the entire perio 
of our National existence before, and most o 
this coinage was made during his Nfetime, «It 
therefore ig not probable that Gen: Grant ever 
said that he woulé-have vetoed the act of 1873 
if he had known that the silver dollar was 
dropped from*the coinage, and I woyld not he- 
lieve any .one who said that he -heard my 
fether’ make sich a remark.

Edward M. Shepard, a member of the 
Committee of Seven of the Democratic 
Party Reform Organization, returned to 
this city from Albany yesterday. He saw 
there Charles Tracey, one of the delegates 
sent to the Indianapolis conference by the 
Committee of Seven... Mr. Tracey, he said, 
was very greatly impressed by what he 
saw in Indianapolis. He found the senti- 
ment of the North, East, West, and South 
overwhelmingly in favor of a sound-money 
Democratic ticket, and the members of the 
conference were confident that such a 
ticket would draw a tremendous following 
throughout the Union. In many States, 
Mr. Tracey said, the effect of the third 
ticket would be to defeat Bryan where 
the silver sentiment would otherwise tri- 
umph. The°choice of the delegates at the 
conference seemed to be for Bragg and 
Buckner as a Presidential ticket, It was 
thought that this ticket wouid draw out 
the full strength of the sound-money Dem- 
ocrats in every State. 

Mr. Shepard said that a good deal of 
active work will be done in the next few 
days. The sound-money Democrats will 
get together and map out their programme.

While there was ample water for two- 
score. engines, and Water Tawer No. 1 and 
the fireboat New-Yorker was in service, 
with the police boat Patrol, the inflamma- 
ble stocks of Cohen, Kieinkowstein & La- 
mey in 465 and 467 Greenwich Street ap- 
peared to defy the deluge that: was poured 
on the flameg from the. front, rear, and the 
two sides. This permitted the destruction 
of all the Georgia pine floors and - 
tions on the four upper floors of the build- 
ing, and the smoke at times was so.dense 
and wis ag hg, that it was dificult. for 
the firemen to hold: their hose. 

The fire appeared to be as little subdued 
at 6:15 o’clock as it was at 2 o’cleck, The 
water tower, served by four engines, was 
throwing a tremendous stream on’ the up- 
per floors. Four streams were directed into 
the basements, three Hines of hose were 
operating in the rear of the Welsh Build~ 
ing, two were on the elevated railroad, two 
in Watts Street, and five in Desbrosses 
Street. So much water had. been pumped 
into the building that {t was four feet deep 
in the cellars. 

The “drowning out’ told, however. A 
quarter of an hour later Greenwich Street 
began to clear for the first time and the 
fire was declared fully under control. An 
hour later an order was ‘given to take 
Gray’s body from the balcony. 

The fire was managed as wel! as it could 
be in such trying circumstances by Deputy 
Chief Francis J. Reilly, and one of the 
many rumors to the effect that the fire ap- 
paratus came tardily was denied by Chief 
of Battalion Lally and Police Captain Cross 
of the Fifth Precinct. The former was on 
Franklin Street and the latter in Canal 
Street at the start of the fire, and hoth 
were at the Welsh Building a few seconds 
after the alarm was struck. They were 
also able to contradict many wild stories 
about loss of Ife. 

Some of these stories made men and 
women run to death in parts of the Welsh 
Building that the flames could not reach, or 
did not réach, as in 469 Greenwich Street, 
where there was but Hittle fire, or in 463, 
where there was no fire at all. 

An incident of the fire was the immense 
crowds that gathered in Canal, Hudson, 
Greenwich, Desbrosses, and Watts Streets, 
The people had become almost tincontrolia« 
ble through rumors of great loss of life, 
and threatened to break the fire lines, wher 
reinforcements arrived from the Eighth ana 
Ninth Precincts, and Inspector Cortright 
ordered the lines back in order to give the 
firemen free action. The firemen were en- 
couraged by the visits of Commissioners) 
Ford and Sheffield, who fully appreciated 
the work that had to be done in an ex-) 
traordinary temperature. In spite of the 
heat and the smoke, however, no fireman’ 
had to report sick. They worked in relays, 
and as fast as one lot of men became ex-, 
hausted and half-suffocated, they were re-| 
lieved by others who had lain on the side-! 
walks to recover or accepted the lime juice) 
and water which a generous Desbrosses! 
Street cordial maker dispensed. During the 
fire Superintendent Constable of the De-+ 
partment of Buildings sent T. V. Galligan’ 
& Son to the scene, the contractors who ‘ 
have excavated for dead at several fires,’ 
notably that in the Taylor Building in Park 
Place. Chief Reilly told them that, while: 
he appreciated Mr. Constable’s interest,,!

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SILVER AND EASTERN FARMERS. 


Since the opening of the campaign 
there has been no more melancholy ex- 
hibition than the appearance of Mr. 
GRorGe Frep WILLIAMS upon the stump 
in the New-England States, where he 
is telling the farmers that the prices 
of their products have fallen on account 
of the appreciation of gold. We think 
that until a few weeks ago no resident 
of New-Bngiand was more thoroughly 
informed as ta the real causes of the 
decline In the prices of farms and the 
leading agricultural staples in the New- 
England States than Mr. Wutritama. 
But he knew in those days that the 
alleged “appreciation of gold” was not 
one of those canses. 

Is there an intelligent farmer in those 
States who has not understood for some 
years past that with respect to the pro- 
duction pf leading farm staples the New- 
England agriculturists have been almost 
driven out of the market by the compe- 
tition of the West? Have not this com- 
petition and the effect af it b@en sub- 
jects of common discussion for the last 
fifteen years in New-England and in the 
Middle States? Are not both the canse 
and the effect perceived by even the 
schoolboy in New-England? Mr. Wittu- 
Tams said to the farmers of Orleans 
County, Vermont: 

* Byer gince the year 1878, when by suc- 
cessive blows silver was stricken down a9 
@ monetary factor, there has been a steady 
decrease in the prices of that which you 
produce. Year hy year the value, ag menas- 
ured by gold, of what you produced with 
the labor of your hands and the sweat of 
your brows has gone down, dawn, down, 
until we have arrived at a point where a 
suffering people has demanded some rem- 
edy. * * * { myself was long misled by 
what, as I now see clearly, wera the faise 
unguments of thoge who claim that the 
fall in farm product value has been due 
in the main to the improvement of methods 
in agriculture. The harvester, the rake, 
the reaper, the binder, the great improve- 
ments in milling processes, all of the great 
inventions that revolutionized agriculture, 
were made and put In aperation before the 
year L880, with which I have begun in stat- 
ing the fall {he really began with 1878) in 
the value of your farms. * *® * There is 
no substantial difference to-day tn the rais- 
ing of horses and cattle, or in any of the 
metheds of raising Hve stock from what 
has been since the beginning of the century, 
and yet you have seen the priceg of cat- 
tle, of pork, and of egga ga steadily down, 
hand in hand with the value of your farms. 
* * © Why isit that the farms of Ver- 
mont haye fallen 25 per cent. in value be- 
tween the years 1880 and 19907 The answer 
is that the value of the dollar has gone up. 
[Applause.] ” 

Why ig it that New-Dnegland farmers 
applaud such stuff as this?

** KIOSK” SCHEME IN A NEW FORM. 


A Report toe the Aldermen Favors 
Licensing News Booths, 


The Board of Aldermen met in the City 
Hiall yesterday. 

The Law Committee and Streets Commit- 
tee of the board reported adversely the 
petition of ‘A, B, and C,”’ Leon Klein, and 
the American News Company, that they in- 
dividually be allowed te construct booths 
under the steps of the elevated. railroad 
stations, This is the old “ kiosk”. scheme 
introduced by Alderman Noonan, and which 
was twice defeated in tae Legisiature. 
There were two public hearings on the prop- 
esition and much discussien. 

The committee favors the passage of an 
ordinance to regulate the erection of booths 
for the sale of newspapers and periodicals 


upon these conditions: That they shail be 
constructed and maintained at the expense 
of the licensee at am annual license fee to 
be hereafter determined; that applicants 
shall be citizens, living In this city; that 
the booths shall not be higher than seven 
feet, and painted the same color as the ele- 
vated structure, the work to be done under 
Girection of the Commissioner of Public 
Works, and “no license to be issued without 
the consent of the Manhattan Elevated 
Raiiroud Company. The engineer of the 
elevated railroad company must approve 
the plans, 

Aiderman Hall assents to the rejection of 
Klein’s application, but in signing the re- 
port he says thui ne dissents from the 
proposition to make a fixed license fee and 
favors placing an upset price upen the 
booths and having each put up and auc- 
tioned off to the highest bidder. 

The report was ordered printed and laid 
over. 

The anly departmental estimates thus far 
filed with the board are those of the Com- 
mon Council and the Eleventh Judicial Dis- 
trict Civil Court, the former for $88,800; and 
the latter for $18,100. These are the egti- 
roates for next year. They were read and 
ordered printed.

SAW GEN, MACEO DIE, 


Sergt. Guailaro Tells the Story of the 
Cuban Leader's Enud. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 11.—Sergt. Lorenso 
Guallare, a Cuban, who, for seventeen 
months, has seen active service in the reyo- 
jutionary army, arrived to-day in Philadel- 
phia 

Sergt. Guallaro was one of an escert of 
nine men deiailed to aceompauy Capt. Isa- 
dore Rodrigo to this country, the Captain 
bearing secret dispatches to the Cuban 
Junta in New-York. The party had a peril- 
ous time in geiting away from the island, 
setting out for San Dotningo in a leaky 
beat, without its complement of oars, and 
with few previsions,

Serious American Shipping 
Throvgh Gen. Weyler’s .Order, 


Loss to 


Boston, Aug, 11.—Ever since Captain Gen- 

eral Weyler’s decree closing the ports of 
Bans and Sama, Cuba, went into effect 
ihe Dumois Brothers, who virtvally pwn 
and control the banana industry in that 
fection, have been striving to have Gen. 
Weyler rescind his order, byt without suc- 
cess, They have been loading steamers at 
Gibara by lighters from the above named 
ports, necessitating delay and extreme ex- 
ense for towage, and their losses have 
- 2en so heavy that they decided yesterday 
to cease the shipment of hananas from 
their Cuban plantations, whieh practically 
means that no more hananas will be .re- 
eeived at United States ports from Cuha 
for some time to come. 

The large fleet of steamers engaged in 
the Cuban banana trade is consequently 
without a charter, and those now in Cuban 
waters have been ordered north in ballast. 

The action of the Dumols Brothers was 
mot unexpécted by local fruit importers, 
who long have been aware of the immenge 
o&ses the firm has sustained since the or- 
er closing the ports went into effeet. The 
effect upon the banana market probabiy 
will be to increase the price of fruit ma- 
terially.

Safe, as Required by Superintend- 

ent Kilbura-The Cash Reserve 

Demanded by Law Impaired—Most 

ot Its Assets Could Not Be Renl- 

ized with Any Promptitade—De- 
positors Are Probably Safe.

. ‘After doing business for twenty-six years 
‘Wander a State charter, the Murrey Hill 
Bank, at Third Avenue and Forty-seventh 
Bireet, closed its: doors yesterday. In its 
prosperity it had added $400,000 surplus to 
its capital of $100,000. It made money by 
teking long chances with retail merchants, 
A change to-a conservative policy last year 
diverted that patronage. Dulimess in gen- 
eral business prevented development in 
other lines. The settlement of former 
loans loaded the bank with-collateral that 
Was. not readily, convertible into money. 
Withdrawals of deposits became large. 
Stock ‘that had ‘been in active demand for 
investmen, at $200 for fifty-dollar shares 
Was slow of saie'at $100, The drift of the 
bank's: affairs’ excited the attention of the 
State Banking Department. ‘ Yesterday’s 
action was-the precursor of a receivership, 
Which will probably «pay depositors and 
ether creditors in full, but leave nothing 
for the future, 

When accounts.were cast Monday after- 
noon the bank’ had in-cash $115,760.81 with 
which to continue business and to protect 
deposits amounting to $1,115,913.20, to pay 
certified checks for $32,235.66, and to meet 
cails by other banks for. $23,416.58... F. D. 
Kilburn, State Superintendent of Banking, 
who had been giving the bank. attention 
since early in June, advised Ferdinand T. 
Hopkins, . President of the. bank, to sum- 
mon the Directors, in order that the legal 
reserve of 15 per cent. of deposits might 
at once be made good. Nine of the Di- 
reciors met early yesterday morning. They 
eould ‘not agree to raise $90,000, which 
Superintendent Kilburn named as the mini- 
mum,/sum. He thén posted a notice on the 
Goor that the bank would be closed pending 
examination into its affairs. This hap- 
pened before banking hours. .A telegram 
Was sent at the same time to the Attor- 
ney. General at ‘Albany, suggesting that 
proceedings for a receivership be begun. 
© When the-Directors found that — must 
face the worst they applied themselves to 
#etting affairs into as good shape as pos- 
Bible. Notices were forwarded to borrowers 
that call joans must be paid at once, and 
that time paper could not be renewed. The 
resuit appeared in the afternoon, when quite 
an amount of pape: savas redeemed. Admit- 
tance to the bank was allowed only to. those 
having such business there. Police guardea 
the door to kee» away others... Their pres- 
ence drew semething of a crowd, but other- 
Wise there was no appearance of. excite- 
mént, although the storekeepers in the 
neighborhood, nearly all of them depositors, 
were much concerned over the turn «affairs 
had taken. They had accepted the bank's 
quarterly statement,.issued under the oath 
of President iiiopkins and Cashier. Albert 
Hi. Gale as reliable. It did not make a show- 
ing poorer than might have been expected 
from ~general conditions of- business. A 
deciaration ef a dividend. of-2-per -cent., 
payable -and paid July i, confirmed the 
heighborhood’sopinion that the bank was 
doing. fairly -well; The notary affixed his 
Beal te the quarterly report on June's. Two 
Gays later Superiniendent Kilburn set ex- 
aininers at work. 

Lroublés multiplied from that time. The 
first official’ discovery was that $93,000 of 
paper held by the bank was worthless. It 
had been <: jart of a surplus of 
$200,000. Having cut the surplus‘in half 
by an order to charge off this paper, Su- 
perintendent Kilburn warned’ the Directors 
that: the Dank must be put In good’ condi- 
tion. When they tried press debtors 
they found collections -invariably. difficult 
and in miiny instances impossibie.. Presi- 
dent Hopkins reported that in anticipation 
of close figuring for Spring business he had 
applied :to the Firs National Bank,. the 
Murray Hill's clearing agent, for help in 
March, but that he had been turned away 
uhder the plea that the First National could 
mot prudentiy do anything then, because 
it must hold itself prepared to assist with 
substantiai contributions should the Mur- 
tay Hill at any time get into difficulty 
Two loans were accordingly negotiated with 
the Bank of Comr for $84,000, on 
Which first-class securities worth $152,000 
Were deposited as collateral. 


The Clearing’ House rule 


Oo 


, g required a. de- 
posit of $200,000 in equaliy good securities 
with the Pirst National Bank, for the pro- 
tection of that bank as clearing agent. A 
cash deposit of $100,000 was also demanded 
by that bank, but that figure was seldom 
pctually on deposit. The security deposits 
with the two down-town banks. diverted 
from ready use by the Murray Hill Bank 
$750,000 of the assets, which figured on its 
books on May 29 at $1,128,920.99. 

Superintendent Kilburn’s as 
marked off the $350,000 as ‘‘ hypothecated.”’ 
In dealing with the other book accounts of 
the’ bank their scrutiny was rigid and 
searching. Special ioans not readily coi- 
lettible, stocke and bonds for which there 
was not a quick market, and. bonds and 
mortgages on, real estate, items reachin 
$250,000 ocr more, were set aside as of 
doubtful value. They were certainly not 
quick assets. 

While. the officials weeded s@ounts, the 
Gopositors reduced the bank’s earning ca- 
pacity by taking away money. The record 
of deposits shows what happened:

it appeared from official inquiry that the 

Teal estate. mortgages which the bank held 
were far from choice. Some of them were 
gecond mortgages. They had been accept- 
ed from borrowers who had been per- 
mitted to deposit tmadequate coilateral 
originally and had not pafd their notes 
Rather than let the debts go, the bank 
had extended them with second mort- 
ages as security. A mass of stock of the 
3avadrian Brewing Company came into the 
bank’s ‘possession, and was carried as an 
asset at par, 

Superintendent Kilburn’s demands on the 
Directors in Jume were based on the ap- 
ee that unless the bank could put 

tself in trim, it would.be wise for it. to 
_discontinue business. . The discoveries of 
his assistants Increased that fear. As re- 
“gentiy as’ Montday he said to the Directors 
that while he felt that they might carry 
the bank along without much new’ money, 
it seemed to him an unsafe venture, and 
that the wiser plan wouid be to close its 
business while Mabilities conld be met from 
resources in hand. .On Monday night, Presi- 
deni Hopkins said yesterday, Superintend- 
ent Kilburn consulted. with, Henry M. Can- 
non, President of the Chase Nalional Bank, 
and Geyrge G. Wiliiams, President. of the 

Chemical Naticnel Bank, as members of 
the Clearing House Committee. They aid- 
vised him to ciose the Murray Hill Bunk at 
once. 

fhe nine Directors who met yesterday in 
response to his demand thet. tmmediate 

action be taken -were President Hopkins, 
Bernard Metzger, Philip Diehl, Rufus M. 
Stivers, Charlies H. Heimbur ohn Weber. 
Thomas McManus, Wiiliam D, Brvens, an 
Robert O. N, Ford. President Hopkins vol- 
unhteered to raise $10,000 of the $00,000 de- 
manded. Mr. Metzger said he would add 
$5,000. Mr. MeManus said. he weuld like 
time to consider whether he would con- 
* tribute $10,000, and Mr. Ford wished to con- 
gult his partser. Messrs. Diehl, McManus, 
Bruns, and Ford thought a way should be 
devised to keep.the bank afloat. Messrs. 

Stivers. Metzger, Heimburg, and Weber 
doubted the advisability of further effort. 
Phe gall for contributions had virtually 
settled the matter, however, and opinions, 
unbacked by money, as to policy, had lit- 
tle. weight. The irectors, absent. were 
Frederick T. Steinway and James Carney. 
‘Mr. Stelaway is in Europe. It was said at 
his; office thet had resigned last year. 
Superintendent Kilburn and his ‘associates 
devoted themselves to the accounts all day, 
drom which they evolved present conditions 
a@t the bank as follows: :

This statement, besides modifyiug itself 
ty parentheses in the list of resources, 
needs further explanation. The bank held 
‘or exchange at the Clearing House $86,- 
098.29. The sum would have been a cash 
gain had {it not been more than offset. by 
checks against the bank for $05,000. The 
adverse balance stands as a charge against 
the cash holdings and may be conskiered as 
a reduction of them to less than $110,000. 
There is no mention of the. $95,000 in the 
liabilities, because Superintendent Kilburn 
refused to take the checks, preferring to 
leave the clearing agent to Settle with the 
receiver. Since the First National Bank 
bad only $59,000 with which to meet drafts 
for $95,000, the deficiency. must be made 
good from the $200,000 of Misrray Hill col- 
lateral which the First National Bank 


Superintendent Kilburn’s formal - state- 
ment of the course he had,taken was as 
follows: wi 

“J have closed the Murray Hill Bank 
because I thought.it in an unsafe zondition. 
I have taken this action after consulting 
with members of the Clearing Hovse Com- 
mittee and the Board of Directovs. |The 
trouble. with. the. bank, so far as 1 have 
been able to ascertain, is that it has not 
sufficient money with which to do business, 
and no way of raising it. A great many 
of its assets are represented by real estate 
ard other securities, which cannot he real- 
ized upon without great sacrifice at present, 
It is my opinion that the depositors will be 
paid in full. 

“The bank, under the Presidency of Mr. 
Hopkins, has been, in my opinion, conserv- 
atively managed, but the fact that it had 
accumulated such a large amount of una- 
vyailable assets has placed the officers ina 
position as above stated, where they have 
not.and cannot get suffictent ready money 
to continue business. I.had a meeting with 
the Board of Directors this morning, a.nd 
proposed to them that if they would raise 
at once the sum of $90,000, gnd put/it into 
the assets of the bank I would allow them 
to continue. I found this tmpossible, and, 
believing ‘that further contiruance in busi- 
ness would develop. into’a worse state of 
affairs, 1.deemed it advisable to close the 
bank at once.”’ 4 

“Tl mav add to-the: statement,’’ ‘he saic 
last evening, “that not the slightest evi 
dence has appeared of dishonesty or irregu: 
larity in the management of'the bank.” 

That seamed to be the general opinion of 
Mr. Hopkins’s administraticn, aithoug) 
many people ‘in.the neighborhood, deposit- 


| ors and customers of the bank, had their 


plans upset by the closing of the bank. 
Some of them had arranged. for improve- 
ments to their property, by means of loans 
from the bank, and had involved themselves 
80 Geeply by- pledges to the bank, under 
promise of continued favors, that:they were 
unable to see yesterday héw they couid 
go on. Since it was said at the bank that 
the receivership would probably be a long 
one, the borrowers with improvements un- 
der way were much disgusted with both the 
situation and the outlook. ; 

President Hopkins said that. present con- 
ditions were primarily due to the manaxe- 
ment of his predecessor, William A. Dar- 
ling, who died jast year, after his policy of 
taking Jong chances on aans had . been 
condemned. Many. of the had loéns that 
the bank-carried were his legacy to it, 
Mr. Darling seems to have controlled: ab- 
solutely all loans under $5,000-and:to have 
been most liberal with his friends. .Mr. 
Hopkins said he was confident that denos- 
Itors would be paid in full, although it 
would take some time to do it. Only $25,000 
had. been loaned to Directors, and $t was 
well secured ‘ Real estate borrowers had 
enjoyed no.favors, he said, under the pres- 
er+ administration, 

Talk in the neighborhood of the hank 
early in the day that the silver agitation 
had ‘comething to do with the bank's mis- 
fortunes, was encouraged by Cashier Gale. 
He had said that depositors frequently 
asked him his opinion of the possible effect 
of free silver. President Hopkins had no 
such view, and it was not*borne out by 
Superintendent Kilburn’s jnvestigation. Dull 
business and a run of mishaps, consequent 
in part upon improvident former manage- 
ment, were agreed upon as the. ectual 
eauses of the bank’s condition. 


SECURITY BANK OF DULUTH CLOSES.

“T..would not: have minded John’s ac- 
tion on ‘the floor the other day,” said a 
broker to @ party of friends yesterday, 
“if' he had not used such a tone of sus- 
picion when he demanded more margin on 
eertain stocks that I had with him in a 
loan,” 

‘It’s only his way, Charlie,” said a 
hearer; “he didn’t mean to injure you at 
all.”’ 

“Possibly he did not,” said the first 
speaker. “It may have been due to the 
training that old Dutch banker —~ gave 
him, and his innate desire to let nothing 
escape. ; 

" When he and I were boys,’’ Charlie con- 
tinued, “I spent several Summers on his 
father’s farm out in Jersey. It was there 
that he met his partner, and there is a 
curious little story connected with their 
frst business transaction—one in which he

The meeting of the National Committee 
in the hotel where the candidate for Vice 
President is staying, and but a few hours 
before the arrival of the Presidential can- 
didate, was a tame affair.

ONE PAUPER KILLS ANOTHER. 





Stabbed Him and Cut His Throat in 
Hudson County (N. J.) Almiahouse, 


An affray that resulted fn a homicide oc- 
curred early yesterday morning at the Hud- 
son County (N. J.) Almshouse, at Snake 
Hill, near Jersey City. 

The murderer is Patrick Reilly, sixty years 
old; his victim was William Klabbermann, 
forty years old. The men were paupers and 
inmates of the almshouse. 

They were never on good terms, and 
quarreled almost daily. Reilly arose at 5 
o’clock yesterday morning. <As he passed 
through the ward in which Klabbermann 
slept, he told the latter to get up, at the 
same time calling him a vile name. 

Klabbermann jumped out of bed and grap- 
pled with Reilly. A rough-and-tumble fight 
followed, the other paupers in the ward 
cheering the combatants loudly, 

The struggle continued until Klabbermann 
managed to get the forefinger of Reilly's 
right hand between his teeth. He bit it 
severely. Reilly uttered a yell of pain, and 
then reached down into his pocket and drew 
& jackknife, with which he stabbed .—Klab- 
bermann in the left side. Before any one 
could interfere. Reilly withdrew the knife 
from the wound and plunged it into Kiab- 
berrnann’s neck, 

The wounded man sank to the floor uncon- 
scious. An alarm was given, and he was 
taken to the County Hospital, where he 
died at 10 o'clock. 

Reilly went to Warden Ryan’s residence, 
near the almshouse, where he surrendered 
himeseif, saying that Klabbermann had bit- 
ten his finger. His clothes were covered 
with blood, but he did not say that he had 
stabbed Klabbermann. 

**You' did not get all that blood on your 
clothes from a bite on your finger,’”’ said 
Warden Ryan. 

When he learned what had happened, he 
ordered Reilly locked up in the penitentiary. 
When Klabbermann died Reilly was taken 
to the Hndson County Jail, at Jersey City, 
and was locked up on a charge of. murder. 

Klabbermann came from Germany, where 
he has @ wife and three children. He set- 
tled In North Bergen Township, but became 
ill shortly afterward, and, having neither 
friends nor money, was sent to the alms- 
house, North Bergen having no hospital. 

Reilly was committed from Jersey City. 
He has no relatives or home there, how- 
ever, so far as can be ascertained.

His Own County Gives Him Only Luke- 
warm Support--Elects Delegates

Lyons, N. Y¥., Aug. 11.—The inability of 
Ijeut. Goy. Saxton to control the Repub- 
lican organization of his own county of 
Wayne has again been demonstrated strik- 
tingly. While he will have the support of 
the Wayne delegates for Governor at Sa- 
ratoga, its members are men who will do 
no missionary work for him in other coun- 
ties, and it is suspected that in their hearts 
they prefer Aldridge or any other avowed 
Piatt man, 

It looks as if Saxton committed political 
suicide @ year ago when he denounced 
Senator John Raines and urged ’the Repub- 
licans of Wayne and Ontario to oppose his 
renomination. However commendable this 
act may have been from the point of view 
of a reformer, it not only angered Raines 
himself, but widened the breach that long 
bad existed between Saxton and the leaders 
cf his party in Wayne, of whom James W. 
Dunwell, now a Justice of the Supreme 
Court, was the chief. 

-The fruits of this rebellious act on 
Sixton's part came when he was defeated 
fo National delegate last Spring. His 
Congressional district consists ‘of Wayne, 
Caruga, Ontario, Yates, and Cortland. Rep- 
resentative Sereno E. Payne of Cayuga and 
Senator Raines of Ontario were avowed 
canlidates, as well as Saxton. Both are 
faitaful followers of Platt. It probably was 
threugh his intercession that thelr old dif-

The Fresh Air Fund Work Needs 
More Money at Once, 


There is one class of people other than 
soda-water clerks whose work increases as 
the mercury mounts in the tube, namely, 
the visitors in the tenement districts for 
the Association for Improving the Condi- 
tion of the Poor. Last week many of them 
were nearly prostrated with the heat and 
the additional labor, but one and all kept 
bravely on in their: philanthropic work, 

The misery among the New-York poor 
at the present time is greater than it has 
been for many Summers past. During the 
present unprecedented heat, by night the 
roefs, balconies, fire escapes, stoops, and 
sidewalks in the poorer districts are liter- 
ally seething with wretched humanity, 
Thousands of mites of babies hover be- 
tween life and death, the tip of the bal- 
ance depending on a niere change of air, 
a breath of the Gcéan meaning life, or its 
denial death. 

The tri-weekly trips down the bay to the 
People’s Homes of the Association for Tm- 
proving the. Condition of the Poor have 
been, and still are, overburdened with 
numbers. There ig urgent need for funds 


for immediate use and for an increase of 
capacity. ‘With ‘the cessation of the pres- 
ent scourge of*heat the need wil not de- 
crease, the after effects, as is well known, 
of a period of excessive heat being always 
tollowed by a, marked increase of sickness 
in the tenement districts.
